Tallahassee, Aug. 7, 1919. 


Hon Sheriffs of the Several Coun- 


ties of the State of Florida- Com- 
plaints have been received at this of- 
fice that persons 
are 
allowed 
to 


operate cars upon the roads of this 
state without having secured proper 
number plates for this year. 
The 


claim is made that many cars have 
no number plate whatever, and some 
contain paper tags made out by some 
dealer or with the words "License 
Applied For" on the same. 


I wish to call your attention to the 


fact that it is a violation ot the law 
for any motor vehicle to use the roads 
and streets of this state without two 
metal number plates furnished by this 
office, one on the front and one on 
the rear of the machine, and the use 
of paper tags is1 not only a violatipn of 
the law. but unjustifiable, because for 
every correct application sent to this 
office number plates are mailed out 
within 48 hours after receipt thereof, 
and often by the next mail. 


The enforcement or lack of enforce- 


ment of this law, as you know, de- 
pends wholly upon the local authori- 
ties in the several counties of this 
state, the same as other criminal laws 
are enforced. 


Trusting that this letter may serve 


the purpose of correcting the abuse, 
as I believe everybody 
should be 


treated exactly alike, I am, with best

AUTOS MUST CARRY 


LICENSE NUMBERS 


STATE 
COMPTROLLER 
ISSUES 


ORDERS TO SHERIFFS OF ALL 


COUNTIES TO ENFORCE 
THE 


STATE LAW. 


Auto owners not having secured 


proper number plates for their ears 
who undertake to use the highways of 
Volusia or any other county 
may 


find themselves in the clutches of the 
high sheriff. 


Sheriff Morris has received a letter 


from Ernest Amos, state comptroller, 
demanding that the law be enforced. 
From the tone of the comptroller's 
letter it seems certain auto owners 
are abusing privileges, and are trying 
to override the law. Following is the 
letter received 
by Sheriff 
Morris, 


which is a circular copy being sent 
all through the state, and which the 
sheriff says he will enforce to 
the 


letter: 


Tallahassee, Aug. 7, 1919. 


Hon Sheriffs of the Several Coun- 


ties of the State of Florida- Com- 
plaints have been received at this of- 
fice that persons 
are 
allowed to 


operate cars upon the roads of this 
state without having secured proper 
number plates for this year. 
The 


claim is made that many cars have 
no number plate \\ hatever, and some 
contain paper tags made out by some 
dealer or with the words "License 
Applied For" on the same. 


I wish to call your attention to the 


fact tliat it is a violation ot the law 
for any motor vehicle to use the roads 
and streets of this state without two 
metal number plates furnished by this 
office, one on the front and one on 
the rear of the machine, and the use 
of paper tags i^ not only a violatipn of 
the law. but unjustifiable, because for 
every correct application sent to this 
office number plates are mailed out 
within 48 hours after receipt thereof, 
and often by the next mail. 


The enforcement or lack of enforce- 


ment of this law, as you know, de- 
pends wholly upon the local authori- 
ties in the several counties of this 
state, the same as other criminal laws 
are enforced. 


Trusting that this letter may serve 


the purpose of correcting the abuse, 
as I believe 
everybody should be 


treated exactly alike, I am, with best

EASTERN DISTRICT GO BACK 


TO 
WORK 
AT 
MIDNIGHT 


WEDNESDAY NIGHT. 


The strike of railway shop crafts 


in the southeastern states, including 
Florida, which became effective Aug- 
ust 1, and was aimed at the high cost 
of living, has been called off. 


The local men, who went on strike 


the morning of August 2, went back 
to work at 
midnight Wednesday 


night, the men of the day shift taking 
their places yesterday morning. V, 


The action of the men in going back 


to work was decided at a meeting 
held Wednesday evening, following a 
meeting of representatives from all 
of the East Coast railroad shops in 
Jacksonville Tuesday night. 
_ This 


action was in line also with action by 
the convention of shop representa- 
tives in Atlanta Tuesday. 
On the 


Kast Coast road it is said the men at 
Key West returned to work Wednes- 
day noon and at. all other points at 
midnight that night. 


The men believe they have accom- 


plished their purpose in going on the 
strike, which was aimed not entirely 
at an ircrease in wages, but a re- 
duction in the cost ot living 
They 


believe that in returning to work they 
will materially assist In restoring con- 
ditions to normal again and permit 
negotiations between their represen- 
tatives and the railroad administra- 
tion. 


Following the walkout of the shop- 


men a freight embargo was estab- 
lished by the railroad officials against 
everything but perishables and food- 
stuffs and conditions were becoming 
acute all along the line of the road. 
It will probably take a few days for 
normal conditions to be established 
and the entire embargo lifted. It is 
reported that if the men had not re- 
turned to work yesterday prepara- 
tions were being made by the road 
officials to tak'e off passenger trains 
K'os: 37 and 38, the steamer freight 
trains and* two switching 'crews Or 
the yards.

The federal war department hag 


made public a complete price list on 
all substance stores available for sale 
to the public through the parcels 
post or through municipal selling 
» 
agencies. 
Costs of the commodities 


to the government, the department 
said, had been disregarded entirely 
in fixing the prices of sale, which are 
materially lower than prevailing mar- 
ket rates 


The prices quoted are f. o. b. and 


from storage points in each of the 
hirteen districts into which the coun- 
try has been divided for war depart- 
ment subsistence purposes 
The de- 


partment now is redistributing 
the 


food supplies in the thirteen areas in 
order that each may have its propor- 
tion per population of the seventy- 
two articles offered for sale. 


The price tables include the price 


per can or individual units in each 
case and also the price per case or 
:arger container. It also shows the 
gross weight per can and per case in 
order that the public may arrive at 
the price they will have to pay by ad- 
ding parcel post rates from tjhe near- 
est distribution point to the home of 
the consumer to the f. o. b. prices 
quoted. 


Municipal selling agencies will com- 


pute freight charges on these ship- 
ments to be added to the price quoted 
by the war department. On the par- 
cels post distribution no orders will 
be received direct by the war depart- 
ment, but only through the post office 
department, which will requisition the 
supplies by case or larger package, 
the postmasters 
in 
turn breaking 


these shipments up into unit pack- 
ages of a single can or several cans. 


Sales to municipalities at the new 


prices will begin as soon as the sur- 
plus.,pronwty officers at the yariaiij- 
" 


received the quotations made public. 
Sales to individuals through the par- 
cels post will be inaugurated August 
18th and before that time all post- 
masters will have a price quotation 
list from which the consumer may 
order. 


The department emphasized t^at no- 


change in the policy of sales to mu- 
nicipalities had been made, the only 
alteration being in prices. If a mu- 
nicipality is unable to buy or sell food 
stuffs -owing to its charter or local 
laws, the department will ship to it 
upon consignment subsistence stores 
in not less than case or carton lots, > 
the goods to be paid for or returned 
within thirty days from date of re- 
ceipt. 
Shipments of this character, 


however, will be made only when the 
mayor or. head of the local govern- 
ment acts as the federal governments 
agent and supervises the distribution 
of the food or appoints someone to so 
act 


Although only 22 food stations are 


enumerated m the price list, the item- 


quotations, owing to the variety 


of packing, are quite lengthy Quo- 
tations on some of the leading com- 
modities are:
